bourne. 

Soccer must retain 
their patronage apart 
from any commercial 
deal. 

It has been rightly

Papasavas says Soccer 
has overcome the worst 
days in establishing the 
national league, and is 
moving from “mediocri- 
ty to success.”

could be proved correct.

His arrival yesterday 
morning on board a Brit- 
ish Airway jumbo jet, en- 
ded his odyssey which 
started last July when he 
deserted South Melbour- 
ne for trials with Greek 
First Division Club PAOK 
of Salonika. 

Christopoulos im- 
pressed the Greeks and 
negotiations commenced 
for his transfer, which 
never eventuated be- 
cause of the allegedly 
high transfer fee deman- 
ded by South Melbourne 
for his release. 

Determined to make it 
in Europe, George 
headed for England. 

His trials with Newcas- 
tle United impressed 
manager Arthur Cox and 
negotiations got under 
way. 


Souths accepted an of- 
fer for $40,000 and the 
young Aussie dreamed of 
a glamorous career in 
Europe. 

Britain's move to re- 
strict overseas imports 
shattered those dreams. 
Christopoulos’ personal 
appeals to the British au- 
thorities and the vigorous 
campaign conducted by 
the media failed to alter 
the situation. 

Disheartened and 
frustrated, Christopoulos 
packed his suitcases for 
the return trip. to Aus- 
tralia, aiming at resuming 
his career with a Philips 
League Club.

EDITORIAL 


Every cloud has a silver lining. No — 
this is not a story about the weather. On 
second thoughts, though, perhaps it is. 

The very poor spectator response to 
the opening of the 1982 Philips Soccer 
League (only 22,000 people at the eight 
matches) brought an unexpected bonus. 

It convinced the PSL rulers that there 

is no future for summer Soccer in Au- 
stralia. Indeed, PSL vice-chairman Tony 
Labbozzetta has admitted that, right 
now, the introduction of summer Soccer 
is far from the minds of the PSL. He gave 
the impression that a switch of seasons 
has now been shelved indefinitely. We 
must all be grateful for that. 
* Looking for reasons for the small 
crowds, who can doubt that the oppres- 
sive heat, which made Soccer an endur- 
ance test for players and spectators, was 
to blame? 

On an afternoon when the mercury 
climbed to 38 to 40 degrees in several 
places, who but the most dedicated fan 
would want to watch Soccer? It was sand 
and surf weather. The beaches were 
packed while the football grounds were 
depressingly empty. 

Soccer in summer, really, was never a 
feasible proposition. The only chance it 
had was if matches were scheduled for 
kick-off times of 7.30 or 8.00 p.m. And, 
of course, that means the grounds had 
to be floodlit. Not with cheap lighting 
installations tolerated in Australia for 
years but with lights on a par with 
Melbourne’s Olympic Park or the Syd- 
ney Cricket Ground. 

How many of the 16 clubs in the PSL 
are blessed with such lighting? 

The worrying thing about the push for 
summer Soccer is that it almost hap- 
pened. A majority of clubs, brain- 
washed into imagining a switch of sea- 
sons would work, were ready to give ita 
go.

without a clue what a youth policy means. 

And when you talk to these people the Ideas 
that are expounded are sometimes nothing less 
than amazing. 

‘They vary from throwing together a bunch of 
kids and letting them get on with it, to keeping 
them together in a youth team for years and 
years and years. 

For some reason, players are labelled by their 
ages and not how good or how bad they are at 
the art of playing Soccer. 

There also seems a mental block on the 
players’ side when it comes to a youth policy. 

The attitude of some of these youngsters is 
hard to fathom and completely wrong. 

They have the belief, that because they may 
have been in a representative team, they have a 
divine right to a first team spot in a PSL team. 

They seem to get carried away with their own

In their joy they forget that the win and the 
title are only temporary. But the entertain- 
ment the public seeks is unrestricted. 

This is the first enemy for Australian Soc- 
cor...not competitive sports like Rugby 
League, Union, VFL, etc. 

The team’s target is not beauty and an 
impressive show; it is the points which must 
be won... with any sacrifice and ignoring 
the spectacle in order fo satisfy the coach’s 
position and wage. 

As long as the chase for points continues, 
the entertainment will drop and the public 
will desert the grounds. 

Every year and in every competition 
coaches lose their jobs because of the loss of 
points. 

1 believe it would be better for a team to 
sack the coach, not because points were lost, 
but because the team lost spectators - due to 
his bad tactics and negative Soccer continu- 
ously forced on his players. 


Then, when they are unable to get a first team 
place, they cry on each other's shoulders and 
blame imports for their own failings. 

Then of course there are the people who make 
plenty of mileage out of the cry — “give our 
pound home grown players a chance". 

| label these people “professional Australians” 
— opportunists, who use this soapbox to prom- 
ote their own image and make a "fast buck’’, 

It takes plenty of planning and courage for a 
club to develop a proper youth policy. 

It's a scheme that doesn't bear fruit overnight 
and it must be nurtured with patience and 
endurance. 

The biggest temptation in any youth policy is 
to get a team of youngsters together and put 
them in the big league. 

This is throwing good talent to the dogs and, in 
fact, an act of futility. 

Players have to be introduced to top class 
football on a gradual basis and have to be helped 
along, by playing side-by-side with experienced 
campaigners, who know the ropes. 

At times during a game, youngsters lose their 
way and have to be propped up and helped 
along by elder statesmen of the team. 

And for a system such as this to work properly, 
the people in charge — the team coaches — 
must know and understand the runnings of the 
professional Soccer set-up. 

Youth policies are not run from the boardroom, 
but from the coach's room. 

Also, there is a terrible habit here of young 
players being mollycoddied and given star

“For example, I'll tell 
jthem what to do before a 
game, what to do during a 
game ... and to shut up 
fjafter a game. They should 
not get into arguments with 
spectators and start draw- 
ling diagrams on the ground 
las they go off the field. 
jThey should have a shower 
and then, after a quarter of 
Jan hour when everyone’s 
cooled down, be happy to 
discuss things, 

“It's the same with play- 
ers who've been sent off. 
jAbout 10 or 15 minutes 
after a game they'll prob- 
ably accept the fact they 
were in the wrong.” 

Tim Davies realises the 
importance of psychology 
in dealing with people, par- 
ticularly players. 

“Human beings differ. 
With some players you only 
have to look at them stern- 
ly, while with others you 
have to talk to them harsh- 
ly. You've got to deal with 
the different psychology of 
players. Some are anti- 
authoritarian, some are 
sensible, some are robust 
but fair, some have been 
around for a long time and 
try to “cheat”, 

“Most players are okay, 
and you only have to give 
them a warning. 

“Generally speaking, in 
the Philips League, the 
number of send-offs is very 
small compared to its size 
and the number of mat- 
ches.

THEY’RE A 
TIGHT 
BUNCH! 


The excellent book, ‘Sport, 
Money, Mora/ity and the Media”, 
shows only the tip of the iceberg 
where funding for amateur sport 
by the Federal Government is con- 
corned. 

An article that was circulated at the 
recent seminar on sport administration by 
the Confederation of Australian Sports, goes 
even further as far as money problems go. 

It states that again this year, the Ausira 
ian government has doled out an average of 
nine cents per head fo all amateur sports 
men and women. 

Just under 50 per cent of all Australians 
play some sort or organised sport. That is 
quite a number where votes are concerned. 
Direct assistance fo all Australian sports 
organisations in the Federal budget is less 
than that given by the Queensland Govern- 
‘ment to Queensland sports people. 

The writers of the book say tho! sports 
administrators generally have adopted the 
attitude of, “oh well, we did not get much 
this year, maybe it will be better next time.” 

I this in other countries, yells 
of indignation would be heard. Maybe it is 
time for Australion sportsmen and women to 
start yelling. 

This year, $12,483,000 will be spent on 
sport in Australia. Aste 
Unless your sport is in the Olympic 
(Gidea tied pat aciorty of seorina bento 
in Australia do not come under this heading, 
your share of the goodies will be under 
$3,000,000. 

It would appear that the Government is 
more interested in providing for the elite 
and forgetting the many millions of other 
sportsmen and women who are desperately 
crying out for Government assistance so that 
the average amateur can slowly become 
more than average. 

In 1979, the Australian Women’s Soccer 
§ Association received from the Government, 

$6,000 towards their participation in the 

Trans-Tasman Cup which was played in 

New Zealand. Although our girls won the 

trophy, it still cost the Australian Association 

a considerable amount of money more than 

the $6,000 given as a grant. 

The following year the AWSA received 

10,000 as a grant for iniernational com- 

petition.

The format of Tasmania’s State Soccer competi- 


tion was drastically altered recently, 
h brought to an end months of controversy 


whi 
and infighting. 

The big decision was to 
regionalise the State League 
—"a grand scheme which 
had been a flop in its four- 
year life. 

The League had consisted 
of 10 teams; five from the 
south (centred on Hobart), 
two from the north (based 
‘on Launceston) and three 
from the north-west. 


Many clubs were trou- 
bled by the high travelling 
costs involved when playing 
teams from other parts of 
the State. They argued that 
the rewards were not suffi- 
cient to warrant playing in a 
single State League, espe- 
cially considering the high 
fees paid to players by some 
clubs. 

There was also the loss of 
support with fans of the ma- 
jor clubs unable to travel to 
several away games. 

It has been claimed that 
the resulting competition 
will hold little prestige, and 
that a Statewide structure 
made for a more 
meaningful competition, at- 
tracting interest from po- 
tential sponsors and the 
general sporting public. 

The new competition will 
be divided into the State 
League South and the State 
League North (including the 
north-west), with eight 
teams in each league. At the 
end of the season the two

premiers will play off for the 
title of State champions. 

‘And the reserve competi 
tion will be a “youth 
league” this year, with a 
limited number of over 19 
players allowed. 

That was one step wel- 
comed by State Director of 
Coaching, Steve Darby, al- 
though he saw the splitting 
of the State League as “a 
bad move for the total Soc- 
cer development of the 
State”. 


“But realistically we can’t 
do without the ethnic 
support — and to travel 
away is unfinancial.”” 


In 1981, the State League 
produced a cliff-hanger fin- 
ish, decided on a final 
round match between 
Brighton ICL (Hobart) and 
Juventus (Launceston), 
where the winner would 
clinch the title — and that 
was Brighton. 


Although the southern 
clubs are superior in play- 
ing strength, Darby says the 
future will prove to be with 
the northern clubs, as they 
have concentrated on 
building up facilities instead 
of short-term playing staffs. 

“The Devonport (a north- 
west club) set-up is magnifi- 
cent. They will achieve what 
they want, then they'll start 
buying players,” Darby 
said.

Yet it will benefit few Soccer clubs. 

Administrators say the Department, beleagured by 
staff ceiling restrictions and mounting maintenance 
costs, could ultimately ask so much for grounds that it 
would price them out of the reach of most clubs. 
Already clubs — in all codes — are hostile at the 
savage increases in ground rental charges. 

‘The increases of 20 per cent were confirmed for ASW 
by the chairman of the ASTSF Football League, Gerry 
Martens. 

“The Department has set the new rates at $105 per 
day for enclosed ovals and $42 a day for unenclosed 
ovals,” Mr Martens said. 

“it is another savage increase that many of the 
smaller clubs will be hard pressed to meet.” 

But the availability of ovals to individual clubs is the 
biggest issue. 
it has been talked about in Canberra for years 
without the Department ever making a firm commit- 
ment. 

Soccer, as it already leases Deakin Oval, will prob- 
ably have few takers, as other clubs like Downer 
Olympic are already developing their own ovals. 

“As clubs already have to provide their own mainten- 
ance | think most will probably opt to continue along 
the present lines,” Mr Martens said. 

But he stressed that 1982 would be one of Soccer's 
best-ever years for grounds. 1 

‘At the traditional bunfight between codes for the 
allocation of grounds, Canberra Soccer scored particu- 
larly well. 

Mr Martens said one of the main reasons for this was 
that with Rugby League's Canberra Raiders opting to 
play on Sundays, other Rugby League teams had | 
moved to Saturdays, thus freeing several grounds. 

But the biggest breakthrough is the availability — 
exlusively throughout the season — of the enclosed 
Woden Park Oval. 

“In the close-season the Department lengthened the 
pitch and it now meets Soccer's requirements,” Mr 
Martens said. 

On top of this he has also secured the use of Philip 
District Oval, O'Connor Oval, Deakin Oval and occa- 
sional use of Hawker Oval. 


“| think we can look forward toa successful season,” 
Mr Martens said. 

“Certainly, from the point of view of use of grounds, 
we are in the best situation for several years.” 


The evolution of this club 
has created great interest in 
the code on the Central 
Coast and will provide 
unprecedented op- 
portunities for young play- 
ers to ess to a much 
higher standard of the 
game, than is presently 
available. 

The Central Coast area 
(35km of coastline) over 
the past five years has 
mushroomed into one of 
the biggest developing reg- 
ions in Australia, It has 
transformed from a retiring 
old village into a striving 
metropolitan area. 

With this growth, Soccer 
has moved too. Formed in 
1947, the area now boasts 
17 clubs, 286 teams and 
3,630 players. It is only

whole area on a State-wide 
competition. 

The results speak for 
themselves over the past 
years. Triumphs in the 
NNSW State Amateur Cup 
by local sides and wins in 
the State titles by our rep- 
resentative sides and good 
performances against tour- 
ing sides, Sydney City and 
Newcastle KB United, all 
indicate that the Central 
Coast can hold their own in 
State-wide competition. 

With the support of our

STATE LEAGUE 


By Bystander 


Lismore City’s unceremonious dumping from 
the Northern New South Wales State League — 
and its subsequent renaming as a First Division — 
has left the Northern Rivers’ prospects of top 
level Soccer in a state of limbo. 


In some circles it was regarded that the club 
wasn’t ready to enter the senior league, but after 
winning the 1981 Under 19 State League premier- 
ship, club officials were confident of making the 

rade. 

% It’s now common knowledge that, at the end of 
the season, the club was drawing crowds of 800 to 
1,000 (double what some Newcastle clubs were 
getting) and for a U19 team at that. 

The reasons for the club’s omission have been 
widely speculated and varied, but it has left the 
club with a bitter taste in their mouth. Ernie 
Lamb, the secretary of the Federation, said at the 
time it was the club’s indecisiveness in being able 
to ensure the Federation that they would be able 
to field two teams and enough sponsorship to be 
able to meet their commitments. 

When the doubts about the future of State 
League arose, the Lismore & District Soccer 
Association took positive steps to create a region- 
al league that would give the local players an 
incentive to succeed, and gained the sponsorship 
of leading retailer Norman Ross Stores to help it 
along the way. 

The Norman Ross Premier League has created 
tremendous interest, and the Lismore secretary 
has in the Essien of 20 applications. One impor- 
tant aspect of the proposal is its encouragement 
of junior Soccer and each intending applicant has 
been asked to include an Under 1 team in their 
application. 

This has been done because officials believe 
that U16s have been a forgotten age in the area 
for too long, and are lost to the game because of 
a lack of incentive to improve. 


Officials have taken the sensible attitude of not 
be, the formation of the league and initially 
teams from the Lismore, Tweed and Gold Coast 
competitions will play against each other once a 
fortnight. 

At the moment they favour a southern region 
of the Queensland State League. Lismore City 
officials have suggested a “Country League”, 
taking in major centres of Northern NSW outside 
Newcastle, but the closeness of Brisbane and the 
prospect of competition against teams that usual- 
ly do well in the Philips Cup might prove more 
appealing. 

The cost of playing in Brisbane would also be 
much cheaper and a more viable proposition, but 
the cutting of ties with Northern NSW appears to 
be the difficult part — although NNSW doesn’t 
appear to want them. 

At the time of the “dumping” Ernie Lamb also 
said that they were going to make overtures to 
the Queensland Soccer Federation to place Lis- 
more up there, which should be enough for local 
officials.

The club appealed to 
the Australian Soccer 
Federation on the 
grounds of what they con- 
sidered unfair and harsh 
treatment of a successful 
side. 

Though sympathetic to- 
wards the appeal, ASF 
secretary Brian Le Fevre 
considered the matter as 
a domestic squabble and 
the Federation could not 
intervene. 

S & L claim to have 
spent $85,000 in their bid 
to win the 1981 State 
League title and the State 
Cup and point to having 
first class playing 


facilities. 

All senior players have 
been placed on the trans- 
fer list, but now there may 
be a glimmer of hope for 
the club's salvation. 

Present member Ar- 
midale is said to be 
struggling financially and 
could withdraw from the 
league, leaving a vacant 


spot. 

The Northern NSW di- 
rectors are expected to 
invite officials of the 
Stewarts and Lloyds club 
to a meeting for a re- 
appraisal of the position. 

Other sides which orig- 
inally submitted applica- 
tions to join the first divi- 
sion will no doubt also be 
given a chance to state 
their cases. 

Austral United, who 


won the right for promo- 
tion by topping the sec- 
ond division champion- 
ship, are having trouble 
in retaining some of their 
top players, who ex- 
pected to be playing in 
the top division this 
season. 


One solution which 
would appease the clubs 
concerned and one which 
would have little effect on 
the overall programme 
would be an increase 
from a 12 to a 14 team 
competition for 1982. 


So the door is still open 
for at least Stewarts and 
Lloyds to return to the top 
competition, and hope is 
not yet lost for Austral 
United, Doyalson RSL, 
and Cardiff.
